This patent shows a frame 16 (Fig. 2) having Velcro strips 14. A pictorial 
representation 24 can then be applied, or removed and a new one applied. There are 
no flaps forming a pocket which gives a neater look. The garment bearing the pictorial 
representation cannot be worn without it since it gives the appearance of a jacket 
having something missing on the back.

This patent merely shows a transparent panel so one's tattoo can be viewed. 
There is no removable billboard panel. 

U.S. Patent No. 4.710.981 to Sanchez 

This patent shows a folded flap 21 (compare Figs. 2 and 1) which can be flipped 
open to expose a saying. There is no completely removable billboard panel. 

U.S. Patent No. 5.953.757 to Blanks 

This patent contemplates the use of pockets or pouches in a garment at various 
locations for changing the display. It is quite complicated, and without any images, the 
garment would appear unfinished or incomplete. 

None of the prior art patents show or suggest a garment having a detachable 
billboard panel on the back having Indicia thereon for advertising a movie or sporting 
event or the like, an entertainment program, etc. The billboard panel is a removable 
panel that is quickly and easily mounted to or removed from the back of the garment, 
and flaps on the back of the garment cover the securing elements.
